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Police station front 
desk safe despite cuts 
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BRIDPORT has escaped the latest round of 
police cuts and will retain its station enquiry 
office, despite hundreds of thousands of 
pounds worth of savings announced by the 
force last week. 

Dorset Police has been reassessing its approach 
to public contact and has unveiled proposals to 
slash spending on station front desks. 

Across the county, the number of police stations 
with counter service provision is being reduced 
from 15 to nine and Bridport’s is one of only four 
full-time enquiry offices remaining. 

The force also announced the sale of its divisional 
headquarters at Ferndown, following an extensive 
review of its buildings launched in 2010. 

The changes, which will collectively save an es¬ 
timated £700,000, are part of plans to cut costs by 
almost £10 million by next year. 

Councillor Sarah Williams, Leader of Bridport 
Town Council, said the announcement was “very 
good news” for the community. 

She added: “Whilst the police station itself was 
not in danger of closure, the town council had 
raised its concerns when the public enquiry service 
was reduced at the station, and it has been working 
with the police to see what options there could be 
to continue providing this important service. 

“The town council greatly appreciates the work 
of the local Bridport po¬ 
lice officers, who work 
closely with the town 
council, and it looks 
forward to hearing in 
more detail about how 
the enquiry service is to 
be delivered.” 

PC Scott McGregor 
welcomed the news on 
behalf of Bridport’s 
safer neighbourhood 
team. 

He said: “Bridport of¬ 
ficers and staff are ex¬ 
tremely pleased with 
this decision as we 
know the sterling work 
our front desk col¬ 
leagues do to support 
policing and engage¬ 
ment with the commu¬ 
nity.” 

While Bridport will 
keep its enquiry point, 
station desks at Dorch¬ 
ester, Shaftesbury, 
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Wareham, Christ-church and Winton will all be 
closed. 

Elsewhere, Blandford, Gillingham and Sherborne 
will have their opening hours cut to just two days 
a week, and police in Swanage and Winfrith will 
operate a ‘sign posting’ facility, directing members 
of the public to relevant services. 

Announcing the proposals last week, Police and 
Crime Commissioner Martyn Underhill said the 
decision had “not been taken lightly”. 

He added: “I know that six front office counters 
are six too many, but we have to meet our cuts 
somewhere when we are losing 20 per cent of our 
budget. 

“This decision has been one of the most challeng¬ 
ing faced by Dorset Police in recent memory and, 
needless to say, it is not one that has been taken 
lightly. 

“I think it is really important to remember that 
this time last year the force announced the proposal 
to close 12 out of 15 front office counters, and as a 
result of my intervention and the public interven¬ 
tion, the year-long consultation took place which 
leads us to closing six.” 

The force says that recent surveys indicate the

majority of people prefer to contact the police by 
phone and efforts are being made to improve the 
101 non-emergency service. 

And along with moves to strengthen its online 
presence, Dorset Police say they will continue to 
deliver the “best possible service” to communities. 

Chief Constable Debbie Simpson added: “The 
force continues to ensure that there is a policing 
footprint in every town in Dorset and that we con¬ 
tinue to deliver local policing from these loca¬ 
tions.”

That 
warmth was present throughout our entire run of 
'The Story Giant'at the Marine Theatre. It's a beauti¬ 
ful building in a beautiful setting, you can never get 
bored of the view from the dressing room. 

• WHAT is your favourite role to date? 

I find every role has it's enjoyable elements, and 
have been enjoyable in different ways. If I had to 
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choose one it would be the Beadle in 'Sweeney Todd' 
by Stephen Sondheim at The Octagon Theatre, 
Bolton. That is not my favourite because of the role 
specifically, but mainly because I love the show it¬ 
self. 

• WHAT would be your dream role? 

My dream role would be Roy Cohn in the play'An¬ 
gels in America'by Tony Kushner. 

• WHAT is the last book you read, film you 
watched, album you listened to? 

The last book I read was 'Ham on Rye' by Charles 
Bukowski,The last film I watched was'The Grand Bu¬ 
dapest Hotel'and the last album I listened to was 
called 'This is the 3rd album of a band called Adebisi 
Shank' by Adebisi Shank. 

• WHICH three people would you invite to your 
dream dinner party, and why? 

I'd invite Tom Waits for his songs, and notebook of 
interesting facts (Lobsters don't have a posable 
thumbs).

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Pressure on council to subsidise bus services 


PRESSURE to ensure the future of a 
“flagship” bus link connecting Brid- 
port and Dorchester has been turned 
onto Dorset County Council, follow¬ 
ing public outcry at First Dorset’s de¬ 
cision to axe evening services. 

The commercial service provider 
announced changes to its winter 
timetables earlier this month, and 
proposals to withdraw some journeys 
have been met with fierce criticism 
from bus users. 

The X31 service from Dorchester 
to Bridport, which extends as far as 
Axminster, is set to end at 7:15pm 
and journeys will be less frequent on 
Sundays. 

The changes are due to come into 
effect this week and First has already 
been criticised for “sneaky and un¬ 
derhand” moves. 

But bosses say the county council 
was given prior warning about the 
changes and could have moved to 
plug the gaps, which First now re¬ 
gards as commercially unviable. 

In a statement released last week, a 
First spokesperson said: “We did 
give our usual three to four weeks’ 
notice of the changes to service X31. 
Draft timetables were sent to both 
Devon and Dorset County Councils 
prior to registration and no concerns 
were raised then. 

“The timetables were then regis¬ 
tered and forwarded to other stake¬ 
holders, such as the Western Area 
Transport Action Group (WATAG). 

“We understand they have now 
raised their concerns with Dorset 
County Council’s public transport 
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team. 

“However, like us, they have been 
told there is no money currently to 
fund socially necessary bus jour¬ 
neys.” 

First also says the 8:15pm and 
9:15pm late evening services, which 
are due to be scrapped, are used by 
fewer than 10 people. 

The spokesperson added: “We 
would advise bus users who want to 
see these journeys reinstated to con¬ 
tact Dorset County Council, which is 
responsible for determining whether 
to fund any gaps left in the commer¬ 
cial running of these services.” 

Bus users have already raised con¬ 
cerns that evening workers will be 
left stranded and now face excessive 
taxi fees. 

Campaigners also claim the contin¬ 
ued erosion of less profitable bus 
services threatens Bridport’s thriving 
tourism industry by restricting ac¬ 
cess. 

County Councillor for Bridport 
Ros Kayes said First’s figures “do 
not stack up” but urged the council 
to build in safeguards to prevent 
clashes of commercial and public in¬ 
terest. 

She added: “In 2011 First declared 
the service was commercial and so 
Dorset County Council removed its 
subsidy. What I do not understand is 
how a commercially viable service 


can have suddenly become unvi- 
able - so far as First is concerned - 
in just four years. 

“It looks as if they are separating 
off the parts of the service that make 
the least money from those that make 
a lot, instead of spreading the load. 

“Dialogue over the principle be¬ 
hind this is what we need to have be¬ 
cause the risk of the fallout of this is 
that any section of any service that 
does not make as much money as the 
peak-time service does can just be 
cut.” 

Councillor Peter Finney, the coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet member 
for environment and 
the economy, said the 
drive to cut costs had 
limited the type of serv¬ 
ices that subsidies 
could be provided for, 
and evening services 
were no longer re¬ 
garded as “essential”. 

He added: “To con¬ 
tribute towards the 
council’s overall £47 
million savings target, 
cabinet agreed last De¬ 
cember to reduce the 
public transport budget 
by £822,000. 

“One of the criteria 
used to decide those 
savings was that we 
could not support 
evening services, as we 
need to focus on meeting 
essential public transport 
needs. 


“The transport budget is fully com¬ 
mitted to existing routes and, where 
changes are made to a commercial 
service, we are not in a position to 
subsidise them.” 

The proposals will form the main 
focus of the WATAG meeting tomor¬ 
row (Thursday) at the W.I. Hall from 
6pm. 

Chairman Peter Smith said: “The 
meeting is open to all with an interest 
in local public transport and we are 
also a forum for town and parish 
councils to express their views and 
air problems about buses and trains.”

The new facility will be situated near Bridport 
coach station and is set to be opened by the end of 
this month. 

Damory Operations Manager Adam Keen said the 
site is part of the provider's "ongoing commitment" 
to improving its service to customers. 

Mr Keen said: "Demand for buses here is on the 
rise and we are keen to invest in the future of serv¬ 
ices in Bridport. The time has come for Damory to 
open an operating base here. 

"We have some fantastic staff who enjoy working 
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in the town but who are currently based in a depot 
at Dorchester. 

"This new outstation allows us to expand our West 
Dorset network and means we can provide im¬ 
proved services to passengers here, using a locally- 
based team." 


Boost for orchard project 


REAL progress is now 
being made on an ongoing 
project to develop a com¬ 
munity orchard in Brid¬ 
port, thanks to a 
significant donation from 
a local business.

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Supermarket ram raid 


BRIDPORT’S Co-operative supermarket became the 
latest retail outlet to be targeted by raiders, after 
a “large quantity” of cash was stolen in a smash- 
and-grab late on Monday evening, writes JACK 
DIXON. 

Burglars slammed their vehicle into the shutters at 
the front entrance of the supermarket on Sea Road 
North, making off with a sum of money swiped from 
an ATM machine. 

Police were alerted to the incident just before mid¬ 
night on Monday and were continuing with their in¬ 
vestigations on Tuesday afternoon when View from 
Bridport went to press. 

Despite serious damage being caused to the front of 
the store, staff opened as usual on Tuesday morning, 


with customers being redirected through alternative 
entrances. 

In the aftermath of the incident, a police spokesper¬ 
son said: “Police responded to a report of a burglary 
at the Co-operative store in Bridport. 

“It is believed the offenders forced entry into the 
front of the store and a large quantity of cash was 
stolen. A vehicle was used which we believe was 
driven into the shutters. 

“Officers are continuing their investigation and no 
arrests have been made. We are appealing for wit¬ 
nesses and urge anyone with any information to con¬ 
tact Dorset Police by calling 101.” 

The burglary is the latest in a series of ram raids re¬ 
ported at retail premises across West Dorset in recent 



months, and is a repeat of a similar smash and grab 
on the ATM at the same Bridport supermarket back 
in October 2011. 

Comparable incidents have been recorded in 
Mosterton and Charmouth this year and police have 
said they are trying to track down specific offenders. 

A spokesperson for the Co-operative Food said the 
company would continue to support police with their 
investigation and urged anyone with new information 


to speak out. 

The spokesperson said: “Despite extensive damage, 
the store reopened to serve the community at 9am. 
However, the ATM is currently unavailable. We 
would like to apologise for any inconvenience. 

“CCTV footage has been given to the police who 
are investigating. As with any incident such as this, 
we would appeal for anyone with information to 
come forward.”

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Council election plans'immoral' 


PLANS to force town and parish 
councils to cover the cost of run¬ 
ning local elections are "totally 
immoral"and will place a further 
burden on taxpayers in Bridport, 
a councillor has warned. 

West Dorset District Council is

proposing to recharge the cost of 
elections to the lowest tier of 


local government, as it looks to 
make further savings. 

As reported in last week's View 
From Bridport, outraged town 
councillors have already written 
to the district authority to ex¬ 
press their concerns.

this I regard as being totally im¬ 
moral." 

In a letter sent to WDDC earlier 
this month, town councillors 
warned that the added financial 
pressure could force them to 
make their own cutbacks. 

And there are further fears that 
restrictions on the town council 
could discourage candidates 
from running and threaten 
the democratic value of the sys¬ 
tem. 

In the letter, Bridport town clerk 
Bob Gillis, writing on behalf of 
town councillors, said that elec¬ 
tion costs would be a "barrier to 
democracy"and a survey of local 
authorities should precede any 
decision.

WDDC's efficiency and scrutiny 
committee last week and have 
now been referred to the policy 
committee for further considera¬ 
tion. 

A decision on the controversial 
proposals is expected to be 
made at a meeting on October

parish councils for their views 
first. 

In a previous statement, council 
leader Robert Gould said:"Before 
taking any decision likely to af¬ 
fect local democracy we would 
want to consult first with town 
and parish councils so that we 
properly understand how the 
possible different charging op¬ 
tions might affect them."

VOLUNTEERS who help clear up 
dog mess on Hive and Cogden 
beach have had their hard work 
and determination with their 
ongoing fight against dog poo 
shown on BBC One's Street Pa¬ 
trol. 

The Pooo Pin group (poo out 
people in), set up by dog walk¬ 
ers, works with the National 
Trust, the owners of the land, 
and have been officially operat¬ 
ing for nine months - although 
volunteers from the group have 
been tidying the field for 10 
years and caught the eye of the 
show's producers. 

The Street Patrol series looks 
at the antisocial behaviour that 
blights people's everyday lives 
and how it is dealt with by au¬ 
thorities. 

Helen Freeman, co co-ordina- 
tor of the group, said she was 
very proud to have the team's 
efforts on television to help 
raise awareness of what they do 
and why. 

Aired earlier this month, the 
BBC programme focused on the 
group's campaign on the dan¬ 
gers of the spread of neosporo- 
sis in cattle, a disease caused by 
infected dog mess. 

Rosemary Young, co co-ordi- 
nator and founder of the group, 
said: "The neosporosis bacteria 
lives in the soil for up to a 
year and the grass is grazed by 
cows. 


"This can be very serious as a 
lot of cows can abort their 
young. 

"The National Farmers Union 
(NFU) has printed many articles 
on this subject as it is a national 
problem and one here in our 
area that we want to eradicate." 

Rowan Thompson, the Na¬ 
tional Trust Ranger for Burton 
Bradstock is pleased that they 
have help in tackling this prob¬ 
lem and hopes the public are 
more aware of the effects dog 
mess can have on livestock. 

He said: "The National Trust 
land at Burton Bradstock had a 
real problem with dog mess and 
the group, started by Rosemary 
Young and Helen Freeman, 
helped keep the area clean and 
helped farmers, as dog mess 
carries a high health risks to 
cows." 


Volunteers have been clean¬ 
ing Hive and Cogden beach of 
dog mess to help stop this prob¬ 
lem and to keep the area clean 
and tidy for other dog walkers, 
while working alongside the Lit¬ 
ter Free Coast and Sea cam¬ 
paign, the Bridport Dog Training 
group and Pads Dog Training 
group. 

At Cogden Beach, the volun¬ 
teers have concentrated on ed¬ 
ucating people to pick up and 
take home to protect the live¬ 
stock on the fields. 

Rosemary Young added: "We 
have been spraying the mess, 
keeping count and picking up 
and weighing the results. 

"We have tirelessly kept this 
up for over six months and we 
are pleased to say that the Hive 
Beach area is nearly dog mess 
free."

A book that finally tells the Dorsets' story

VETERANS from the 
Dorset Regiment will 
meet in Dorchester this 
weekend to complete 
the history of the regi¬ 
ment. 

The Saturday, Sep¬ 
tember 27 th meeting at 
the TA Centre will 
mark the launch of the 
completion of the Reg¬ 
iment’s history. 

Until now the pub¬ 
lished histories, which 
begin in 1702, have 


stopped abruptly in 
1939, but a new book 
has been written to 
complete the story. 

“They Couldn’t Have 
Done Better” tells the 
story of the four Dorset 
battalions who fought 
in the Second World 
War and of the Regi¬ 
ment’s post-war service 


in the years of Britain’s 
withdrawal from em¬ 
pire, the Cold War and 
National Service. 

This year marks three 
70th anniversaries for 
the Regiment. In May 
1944 the 2nd Dorsets 
won a bloody battle at 
Kohima, which proved 
the turning-point in the 


war in Burma; in June 
1944 the 1st Dorsets 
were one of the first as¬ 
sault troops to land on 
the Normandy beaches 
and, despite their 
losses, captured all 
their objectives on D- 
Day; and in late Sep¬ 
tember 1944, the 4th 
and 5th Dorsets fought 
near Arnhem and en¬ 
abled some of the Air¬ 
borne troops trapped 
north of the Neder Rijn 


Still time to claim flood support 


HOUSEHOLDERS and businesses in West Dorset, 
Weymouth and Portland can still claim financial help 
from council-run flood support schemes. 

The schemes were introduced with Government 
backing to help businesses and homeowners affected 
by flooding during the severe weather events last 
winter.

The schemes have already been publicised, includ¬ 
ing at flood drop-in sessions, but the council is keen 
to make sure that everyone who may be able to claim 
does so. 

Leader of West Dorset District Council Robert Gould 


said: "I would like to remind people that these flood 
support schemes are still open to applications. 

"If your house or business was flooded last winter 
it's worth finding out if you are eligible to get help 
under one or other of the schemes." 

Weymouth & Portland Brief holder for Environment 
and Sustainability Ian Roebuck said: "The severe 
weather caused a lot of damage last winter. 

"With our partners, the borough council continues 
to be busy making sure sea defences are repaired, fit 
and ready for this winter. 

"I want to make sure that those who experienced 
flooding inside their homes last winter takes advan¬ 
tage of the schemes to help make their properties 
more resilient to future flood events."

to escape across the 
river. The 4th Dorsets, 
who sacrificed them¬ 
selves to save their Air¬ 
borne comrades, were 
the only non-Airborne 
unit to be awarded the 
Arnhem battle honour. 

The book launch this 
weekend falls on the 
anniversary of the tragic 
end of the Arnhem bat¬ 
tle and it will be at¬ 
tended by four Dorset 
Regiment veterans of 
the Second World War: 

100-year-old Bill 
Chutter, fought in 
Malta, Sicily and Italy 
with the 1st Dorsets be¬ 
fore landing with them 
in France on D-Day. In 
May 2014 he celebrated 
his own centenary. 

Ron Beale and Harry 
Carter served in the 4th 
Battalion, which (be¬ 
side the 5th) fought its 
way from the Nor¬ 
mandy beach-head in 
June 1944 to Bremer- 
haven the following 
May. 

The fourth is Cliff 
Lloyd of the 4th 
Dorsets. Wounded in 
Normandy in July 1944, 
he returned in Septem¬ 


ber to take part in the 
Arnhem operation. 
Crossing the river to 
help the Airborne 
troops fight their way 
out, he was captured 
and spent the rest of the 
war as a prisoner of the 
Germans. 

Mr Lloyd has written 
a foreword for the Reg¬ 
iment’s new book. So 


has Major-General 
Colin Shortis, the sen¬ 
ior surviving Dorset. 

The book’s author is 
Christopher Jary said: 
“Most of the veterans 
attending the party are 
now in their late seven¬ 
ties and eighties and 
this is likely to be the 
last formal event for the 
Dorset Regiment. 


After the war they 
served in the Regiment 
in Germany, Austria, 
Italy, Japan, Malaya, 
Hong Kong and Korea. 
They will all have 
much to remember 
when they meet to 
launch the Dorsets’ 
new book. A book 
which finally tells their 
story.”

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Last bus back to Bridport at 7:15pm! 


WITH news that the X31 evening service 
is being axed, the last bus from Dorch¬ 
ester to Bridport is at 7:15pm. 

The deregulation of bus services has 
been an unmitigated disaster in itself, but 
the withdrawal of bus subsidies by Dorset 
County Council has also been a body 
blow to rural services. 

The No 31 service originally ran from 
Weymouth to Axminster and was linked 
to rail stations. This allowed a visit to 
London and bus connections to the west 


(i.e. Bridport, Axminster and Lyme 
Regis). On my estimation you would now 
have to catch the 4.30pm from Waterloo 
to catch the last 7:15pm bus back to Brid¬ 
port and the west. 

Recently the service 31 was axed from 
between Weymouth and Dorchester and 
a change from the No 10 at Dorchester 
was instigated. Then Martinstown was 
deleted from the route except one journey 
in each direction. This was apparently to 
make better connections to the railway 


station at Dorchester. Now evening serv¬ 
ices are being axed. 

The First bus company obviously has a 
‘profit on all routes’ policy. The word 
service has gone out the window and the 
public suffer again. 

When customers lose their jobs because 
of public service cuts, something is 
wrong. Time to look again at bus subsi¬ 
dies and perhaps renationalisation!

Why not absorb 
WDDC into DCC? 


WHAT could the 85 per cent Scottish 
turnout suggest for West Dorset locally, 
given possibly lesser knowledge of 
local issues/procedures here, and only 
55 per cent voting in local elections? 

In 2011 the mling party here achieved 
only 45 per cent of votes cast, yet 67 
per cent of seats. 

Their leader simply hand-picks six 
colleagues for the executive cabinet- 
committee and their political party in¬ 
variably passes their plans in council. 

Despite Lehman’s 2008 meltdown, 
this cabinet continued with a massive 
Dorchester shopping development 
plan, despite warnings, unanimous 
Dorchester Town Council opposition, 
and a 93 per cent vote against new of¬ 
fices by Dorchester’s public voting in 
2010 - ignored by WDDC.... (offices 
subsequently rated at the equivalent of 
only two out of four for value-for- 
money by auditors KPMG). 

On Dorchester’s town centre South 
and North Charles Street car parks, a 
new shopping development with adja¬ 
cent new car-parking was planned. 

Then disaster/incredulity. WDDC se¬ 
questered over one third of this scarce 
land, to build themselves new council 
offices. 

They then lost £2million on their 
promised sales-value of old offices. 
And offered up-to £2million more to¬ 
wards the development, and up-to 
£2million more to move the church, 
etc. 


Decidedly less-than-upfront informa¬ 
tion meant even councillors hadn’t re¬ 
alised all the rest of Charles Street 
car-parking would have to close for the 
37 months’ construction period before 
replacement central parking arrived. 

Development subsequently stalled, 
stunted/haunted by massively reduced 
space. 

A 2013 Public Question on offices 
was disqualified before being put, sup¬ 
plementary questions banned, execu¬ 
tive councillors won’t debate 
interactively publicly. 

Even WDDC’s news-sheet to all res¬ 
idents - Community Link - has seem¬ 
ingly now dried-up. What a contrast 
with the openness of the Scottish Ref¬ 
erendum. 

Now we hear WDDC wants a com¬ 
ing-together with North Dorset. But 
were the ‘owners’ of WDDC (us!) ever 
asked if we wanted the middle tier of 
local government extended? 

Why not instead absorb WDDC into 
DCC to achieve really efficient, inte¬ 
gral local govt? 

WDDC should certainly wait for 
changes from national government to 
local government following the Scot¬ 
tish referendum. Surely all Democrats 
(hopefully everyone) can agree the 
question could then be put to all West 
Dorset residents “Should West Dorset 
be absorbed into DCC?”
